T IE LEADERS of all three oppoaltion parties in 
Canada have at one time or another publicly 
charged the Diefenbaker government with adtyting an 
anti-British policy because of Its less (han enthusiastic

However, in Heir attempts to persuade the pub¬ 
lic that the Conservative Party is hostile to Great 
Britain, they have deliberately failed to mention that 
the official voice of Canada is but one of many raised 
in warning against the contemplated move. 


Though it is true that it was the Canadian gov 
emment which first recrgnized that Britain's member¬ 
ship in the European union would deal a death-blow 
to the unity of the Commonwealth. It stands far from 
alone today in its adherence to this realistic view 


The truth is that every independent member- 
nation within the Commonwealth has now spoken out 
against Britain's entry Into the ECM True, their 
views have been motivated to a certain extent by 
selfishness snd protectionism—just as have Canada's. 
But their attitude is also the result of their fears that 
the move will result In the disintegration of the Com¬ 
monwealth and the loss of sovereignty for their ac¬ 
knowledged senior member—Great Britain. 

At the momen' Prime Minister Menziea of Aus¬ 
tralia is the most vociferous opponent of Britain's 
economic union with Europe. Speaking in London 
earlier this month he outlined some of the dangers 
facing his country If the move were made, stressing 
the fact that though Britain had pledged herself to 
protect Commonwealth trade as far as possible, she 
could not dictate the terms of her entry.

Something to Add? 


A STRANGE BAIT of mixed promise and threat 
thrown into the political pool by Premier Bennett 
toward the close of the federal election campaign 
caught hla party practically nothing, to all appear¬ 
ances; indeed it may have driven tome fish away. 

But it remains dangling as a source of concern 
to local governments, and thus to rrioat of the people 
of British Columbia 

The premier announced on the one hand his In¬ 
tention to increase the home-owner's grant at the next 
session of the legislature from $30 to *100 (magically 
at no expense to the taxpayers of the province, of 
course) and on the other, to withdraw the grants to 
municipalities baaed on population and to substitute 
payment of taxes on provincial property within mu 
nicipal borders. Even Victoria, with all : ts provincial 
buildings and land, will lose money under this deal. 

Council after council In the province is now dis¬ 
covering to its consternation how greatly this substi¬ 
tution will decrease its revenue and how much tax- 
ratea will have to be raised as a consequence—unless 
Mr. Bennett, reluctant at the time of his announce¬ 
ment to amplify his remarks or go intq detail, has 
other and compensatory tricks up his sleeve. 

It is hard to believe that he hasn't. 

For while the prospective mill-rat^ increases will 
eat up directly only part of the extra S30 the premier 
. propose* to rebate on behalf of the eligible home- 
owner. they will bear heavily on each community as 
a whole: on business and industry and thereby on 
everyone. The many apartment-dwellers in the bigger 
cities. paying taxes in their rentals without provincial 
aid. will of course come out the worst of the lot. 

Mr. Bennett thus can hardly expect his proposals 
In their present form to he received with wild en¬ 
thusiasm. But if he has something to add. he should 
add It now. and spare the municipalities the worries 
they are experiencing.

With lhe Canadian dollar at 
a discount, the Jaycee* decided 
that Canadian visitors to the 
fair should be allowed to pur¬ 
chase a limited number of tha 
trading dotiars at one dollar 
Canadian each. 

The number was at first 
HO per person, and later this 
was reduced to AS per person. 


All went well until it be¬ 
came public knowledge that 
the Jaycee* were giving SI In 
U-S. funds for a Canadian 
dollar when everyone else was 
giving only^SO cents. 

The bargain was too good 10 
miss and Canadians flocked 10 
the booths where the trading 
dollars were being sold at 
such a rate that a harass--d 
Junior chamber had to cal] off 
the concession altogether. 


A Jaycee member said that 
when the club made the con 
cession for Canadians, it did 
so In the hope that sufficient 
dollars would be kept a* 
souvenirs to make good tha 
loss on exchange. 

But It didn't work out that 
way Canadians exchanged 
their dollars, spent them and 
then came back for more. 

“One afternoon alone we 
lost S30O in dollar exchange,“ 
said a Jaycee spokesman. 


The Canadian dollars were 
being presented not only by 
Canadians hut by Americans 
holding Canadian dollars as 
well. "If we had not stopped 
we would have been ruined." 
he added. 

So now Canadians visiting 
the fair hava to make do arl'.h 
90-cent dollars although tho 
fair people art making no 
charge on payments made in 
silver—whether they are Ca¬ 
nadian coins or not.

Baseball, it has been said, is the game of profes¬ 
sional athletes and amateur statisticians. Something 
also has been said to the effect that it takes all kinds, 
et cetera. Mr. Foster Eaton is one kind. 

Foster Eaton is an old St. Louis friend, a working news 
paper .lift these many years and. along with Warren Giles, 
a worshipper at the altar ot Stanley Frank Musial. Being 
president ol the National League. Mr. Giles may be a mile 
biased when he ranki Musial as “the greatest all round ball 
player ever to wear a uniform." considering that character* 
like Ty Cobb. Babe Ruth, and Joe thMagglo played In that 
other league. When Foster Eaton agrees wllh him. though, 
he puts sentiment aside and argues with the unshakeabie 
authority of the mathematician, as will be seen. 

About a month ago, Foster addressed this letter to Musial: 

"Dear Stan: You may recall that lour years aga I wrotr 
advising that when you reached the 3.000-hit plateau in yout 
great baseball career you had hit the bail a combined distance 
of 116 miles. 3,595 feel 

"Yesterday when you tied Bonus Wagner's National 
League record of 3.430 hits, you may be Interested lo know 
you had hit the ball 132 miles. 2.990 feel. 

"You will perhaps be more Interested to know that 132 
miles, 2.990 feet. Is 12 miles, 1.890 feet, more than the 120 
miles, 1,100 feet, Wagner banged the ball in making his 3.430 
hits! 

“And you will perhaps be even more Interested to know 
that 132 miles, 2.990 feet, is 6 miles. 2,645 feet, farther than 
Trii Speaker walloped the ball In his 3,915 hits! 

“For good measure, 132 miles, 2,990 feet. Is only 11 miles. 
2.990 feet less than Ty Cobb's 144 miles, 230 feet, amassed 
In making 4,191 hits to lead the all-time parade. 

Taken Over Second Spot 

"■ lerefore. in diaiance hit, you have long since taken 
over the all-time Number Two spot, ahead of both Wagner 
and Speaker, trailing only Cobb. 

"All the above figures are based on average hit distances 
supplied lo me by Mr. Paul Rickarl, veteran statistician of 
the Sporting News, to whom I was referred by Its publisher, 
Mr. J. G. Tkylor Spink 

"Rickarl gave me lhe*r estimated hit distances as logical 
average; 12S leei d'.uhlr »»i tret triple 4<«' feet. <

Lilac Borers Busy 


N. V. LHO.VIT. KB UN 

A couple of year* ago we had 
quite an epidemic of lilac trouble 
hereabout*, with alngle branches and 
ahoota of lilac* looking tick, drooping 
their leave*, and finally dying while 
the real of the aame buah appealed 
perfectly healthy. Thu was the work 
of thr lilac borer, and aa 1 have had 
arveraj aimilar cases reported to me 
already this season. I'm afraid we 
may be In for another spot of Irouhte 
with this pest.

The critter causing the damage 
la a white caterpillar with a brown 
head, about 1‘* Inches long when 
fully grown His mother is a moth, 
although with a striped body and 
Iran* pa rent wings, the looks more 
like a wasp 

Fortunatrty. she lays her egg* 
only once a year, usually tn late June 
and eariy July, depositing them on a 
rough spot tn thr bark of a lilac 
branch, and don’t ask me how thr 
distinguishes the lilac from some 
other shrub poaslbiy the bush gives 
off some scent not apparent to human 
noa! rtLs. 


TriviaL Puerile 


When an egg hatches out. the tiny 
caterpillar pecks a nice tender spot 
on the bark and starta tunnelling into 
the branch and up toward the Up. If 
winter overtakes him, he just goes 
off to aleeep. resuming his boring 
when he awakens in the spring. Once 
he makes his way well into the core 
of a branch, that portion of the buah 
is doomed

j When the droopy symptoms are 
noticed, the thing 'to-do is to go over 
the affected branch Inch by inch untU 
you find the tunnel entrance. This 
shouidn t be too hard, as there ts 
usually a UUle pile of “fraas" — a 
mixture of sawdust and excreta — 
around the hole. Once you find It. 
use a crochet hook or a bit of bent 
w'tre to try to fish oul the culprit. If 
he ia in loo deep to reach, the branch 
will probably die anyway, ao you may 
as well saw it off and burn it. along 
with its unwelcome occupant; 

Any borers actually In the wood 
now are probably from last year's 
eggs, and are now reaching a spot 
sufficient!) deep in the wood of the 
lilac branch as to affect its health. 


What I ant more concerned about at 
the moment Is the new crop of eggs 
due to be laid any day now. 

The last time we had an epidemic 
of this trouble, it waa too late in the 
aeaaon to take any prevrnUve mea¬ 
sures by the lime I heard about It, 
and in any case 1 didn't know of any 
really practicable method of repelling 
the egg-laying moth The beak says 
to spray the bark with DDT. but aa 
this would wash off with every rath, 
I doubt If It would do much good 

Since that tame, I have been witt¬ 
ing letters all over the country to 
find out what the large-scale grow era 
of lilacs are doing about borer preven¬ 
tion. Through the kindness of Dr. 
John Haller of Austin. Texas. I now 
have a simple, inexpensive and effeo 
live treatment.

You'll need a pint -of cottonseed 
oil, and if you have any trouble buy¬ 
ing It. any other pure vegetable oil 
will do -corn oil. peanut oil. sun- 
flower seed oil. Dissolve three ounces 
of paradichlorobetume crystals 
moth cry stals to you—in the oil and 
apply to the bark of your Lilacs with 
an old paint brush.
